W hen the city p rep ared to 
take advantage of this p rovision and 
sought to issue refunding bonds, it 
was p revented by the holders of the 
original bonds, who raised the p oint 
that the city had ex ceeded the 2 p er 
cent constitutional debt limit, conse­ 
quently refunding bonds would not be 
legal. 
The new 
bonds were not issued. 
City officials secured the p assage of an 
act by the last legislature legalizing 
the original issue. 
The legal dep art­ 
ments of comp anies who were figuring 
on 
buy ing 
the 
p rop osed 
refunding 
bonds hold that the legislature had no 
p ower to legalize an act p rohibited by 
the constitution. 
Under the circumstances the city 
ap p arently has no alternative but to 
default p ay ment and let the courts 
p oint the way out.

Sev enth. — To 
inv estig ate 
the 
causes 
leading up to the alleg ed co nditio ns. 
It is the fo u rth sectio n o f the reso lu ­ 
tio n that co n tain s the mo st imp o rtan t 
p ro v isio n , fo r u n d er it the q u estio n 
whether a citizen may be arrested , 
tried an d co n v icted by the military au ­ 
tho rities when the civ il co u rts are 
o p en will be d ecid ed . 
This, it is d e­ 
clared , is the mo st serio u s o ffen se 
again st the co n stitu tio n al rights o f a 
citizen which has been an o u tgro wth 
o f the strik e in the co alfield s. 
The Miners’ Side. 
In an article in the cu rren t issu e o f 
the Metro p o litan Magazin e Allan L. 
Ben so n grap hically sets fo rth the min ­ 
er’s sid e o f the situ atio n . He o u tlin es 
the cau ses that led u p to the strik e an d 
lay s stress o n the fact that the min ers 
hav e n ev er had an y rights which the 
o p erato rs were bo u n d to resp ect. Aft­ 
e r d escribin g the in san itary an d ram- 
-shack le cabin s in which the min ers 
were fo rced to liv e (fo r which they p aid 
fro m $G to $1 2 mo n thly to the co mp a­ 
n ies) Mr. Ben so n tells abo u t the so 
called “p lu ck me” sto res, where the 
min ers were co mp elled to bu y all their 
su p p lies at ex o rbitan t p rices. These 
are all o wn ed by the co mp an ies, an d 
as the co mp an ies o wn all the lan d they 
will p ermit n o n e bu t themselv es to en ­ 
gage In the bu sin ess o f sellin g mer­ 
chan d ise. 
The resu lt o f this sy stem, 
•as Mr. Ben so n p o in ts o u t, is that the 
« n in er is alway s mo re o r less in d ebt 
As there are n o p o lice in the d istrict 
ithe co mp an ies emp lo y armed gu ard s to

Strike Breakers Bro ug ht. 
Later the co mp an ies bro u ght strik e 
break ers, o btain in g them u p o n an y 
p reten se that p ro v ed su fficien tly p lau si­ 
ble, say s Mr. Ben so n , an d these strik e 
break ers, so me 2,0 0 0 in n u mber, so o n 
were in wo rse case than the min ers 
themselv es. Neither these men n o r the 
n u mero u s o ther mean s that the co m­ 
p an ies reso rted to serv ed to in timid ate 
the strik ers, ho wev er, o r frighten them 
back to wo rk . 
In co n clu d in g his article Mr. Ben so n 
tells o f the arrest o f “Mo ther” Jo n es 
an d o ther labo r agitato rs an d also o f 
the habeas co rp u s p ro ceed in gs later 
bro u ght befo re the su p reme co u rt o f 
ap p eals o f West Virgin ia. 
He criti­ 
cises sharp ly 
the d ecisio n o f this 
co u rt, fro m which Ju stice Ro bin so n 
stro n gly d issen ted an d which held that 
the go v ern o r was'actin g within his co n ­ 
stitu tio n al rights in arbitrarily d eclar­ 
in g martial law an d thu s d ep riv in g 
citizen s o f their co n stitu tio n al rights, 
in clu d in g the right to be tried 
by a 
ju ry o f their p eers. Ju stice Ro bin so n 
to o k the gro u n d that the co u rt was 
wro n g an d the p riso n ers right 
Sin ce that time “Mo ther” Jo n es an d 
the o thers hav e been freed , so lely by 
reaso n o f the fo rce o f p u blic o p in io n , 
bu t the co al field s still remain u n d er 
martial law. 
Go v ern o r Hatfield , who 
su cceed ed Go v ern o r Glassco ck , has re­ 
fu sed to recall the tro o p s u p to 
no w 
in the face o f in sisten t d eman d s, bu t 
with the o p en in g o f the sen ate in v esti­ 
g atio n in Charlesto n , W. Va., it is 
pro bable that the autho rities will do 
so mething to reliev e the situatio n.

On the other hand the same crowd 
might visit the farm of D. C. Buell, 
east; of the city , who uses an entirely 
different cattle feeding method. 
Ev­ 
ery farm er could profit by a 
little 
time spent there, and by adopting 
all or a part of his methods, make 
more money . 
But here is a farm er who can not 
get a good y ield on a given field and 
he does not know what is the matter. 
The county agent could be called in 
and he would test the soil. 
Ilis test 
will showT that the soil lacks certain 
ingredient. 
Then th at can be sup­ 
plied by buy ing a certain kind of fer­ 
tilizer. 
Now 
the 
average 
farm er 
uses no discretion in buy ing fertilU 
zer and it may and it may not be 
accomplishing that which he buy s it 
for. The money spent for it 
is 
a 
dead loss. 
Most certainly the far» 
mers of Rush county need some ex ­ 
pert advice when they are getting no 


ship of tlie county agent, how he i 
able to introduce new 
ideas 
and 
scientific discoveries and

“Red clover,” say s S. D. Connor, 


of the soils and crops 
department, 
Purdue ex periment station, “in uni­ 
versally regarded as a great soil im­ 
prover, y et there are a great many 
erroneous ideas as to just how the 
improvement is produced. 
It is well 
understood that the roots 
of 
the 
clover plant, when it 
is 
growing, 
properly , contain nodules which are 
the home of a kind of bacteria th at 
are able to ex tract nitrogen 
frOm 
tlie air and fix it so the plant can 
get it. Because ,the bacteria live in 
tlie nodules on the roots does 
not 
mean that the roots contain the la r­ 
ger part of the nitrogen which has 
been gathered. 
In fact, the nitrogen 
is used by the growing plant as rap­ 
idly as it is fixed, and the mature 
crop of red clover has its nitrogen 
distributed in about the proportion 
of one-third in the roots and stubble 
and two-thirds in the tops. The min­ 
erals and total organic m atter of the 
crop are also divided in about tlie 
same ratio. 
Hence it will be seen 
that if a farm er plows under only the 
roots and stubble of the clover crop, 
he is getting only a fraction of the 
fertility of the crop. 
Some good au­ 
thorities even go so far as to say 
that he is not adding any nitrogen 
to the soil and, of course, he is de­ 
pleting it of mineral plant food. 
“This statem ent is doubtless true 
in some cases, and is ex plained when 
we understood that the clover get» all 
of its minerals and at least a part 
of its nitrogen from the soil. 
It is 
difficult to tell just what proportion 
of the nitrogen of the clover is ta ­ 
ken from the soil, but th srj is no' 
doubt that in some cases it may he 
more than one-third. 
This depends 
upon the conditions of the soil and 
the degree,of inoculation. 
“Clover does better and ex tracts 
a greater per cent, of its nitrogen 
from the air, when it is well supplied 
with mineral plant foods, lime 
and 
organic 
m atter. 
A good 
phy sical 
condition of the soil is also neces­ 
sary , as idea 
moisture 
conditions 
and proper aeration can be obtained 
only with good soil tex ture. 
“It s h ould not be forgotten that 
the large value of a crop of clover 
is iu the hay . 
This is a fact that is 
not generally known. 
One 
ton 
of 
clover hay contains 
approx imately 
forty pounds 
of 
nitrogen, 
eleven 
pounds of phosporic acid and thirty - 
seven pounds of potash. 
Its fertili­ 
zer value is at least $8 a ton. 
In 
this day , when many are finding it 
profitable to buy commercial fertili­ 
zers, the man who sells his clover 
hay at a few dollars a ton is very 
foolish. 
“If the clover hay can be fed to 
animals so much the better, but un­ 
der no ordinary condition should the 
clover hay be sold off the farm. 
If 
it can not be fed to stock it should 
be clipped and left to enrich the soil. 
The first crop of clover contains the 
most of the plant food. 
The second 
crop does not 
contain 
nearly 
as 
great a tonnage, and, being cut for 
seed, the chaff is generally returned 
to the soil, the seed only being sold. 
As clover seed has 
a 
plant 
food 
value of about 35 cents a bushel, one 


need have no hesitaney in celling it,, 
as the price is high enough to justify 
such practice. 
“Another point in connection with 
the use of clover as a soil improver 
is that the crop should be allowed to 
stand until a good growth hflEs been 
made. . Soil improvement is . a slow 
process under any 
conditions 
and 
unless the crop of. clover haf. time to 
make a good growth, no gre^i benefit 
to the soil need be expected**?; 
The practice 
of 
ploy ing nnder 
y oung clovei* before it hasiiitade a 
crop will hardly benefit the loil more 
than the cost of the seed and prob­ 
ably not one-tenth as much ps would 
be the case if the full grown crop 
were turned under.

pu blicity campaign to be waged by the 
beet su gar in terests. The correspon d­ 
en ce also shows that the su gar men 
tried to get the great railway in terests 
of the cou n try behin d them an d that 
they had a plan to bu y on e of the big 
daily n ewspapers in Chicago. 
The letters say that the then Vice 
Presiden t James S. Sherman an d for­ 
mer Speaker Joseph G. Can n on were 
in terested in seein g this n ewspaper 
deal pu t throu gh. 
On e of the letters 
in trodu ced in ev iden ce refers to the 
Hardwick committee of the hou se hav ­ 
in g been en tertain ed “with good effect” 
by H. T. Ox n ard, v ice presiden t of the 
American Beet Su gar compan y , in 
New York city . 
This committee was 
at the time in v estigatin g the su gar in ­ 
du stry .

Washin gton , Ju n e 18.—A lon g step 
has been taken , throu gh action by the 
Wilson 
admin istration , 
toward 
in ­ 
su rin g to American con su mers abso­ 
lu tely pu re an d wholesome meat an d 
meat food produ cts. The action con ­ 
sisted in the ex ten sion by ex ecu tiv e 
order of the pu re food an d dru g act so 
as to in clu de meat an d its food pro­ 
du cts. This was accomplished throu gh 
the rev ocation of an ex ecu tiv e regu la­ 
tion which has ex empted these items 
from the operation of the food an d 
dru g act sin ce it became a law. 
This ex ten sion of the gov ern men t’s 
activ ities u n der the act is the most 
radical an d far-reachin g y et made. 
Hereafter the departmen t of agricu l­ 
tu re will hav e fu ll ju risdiction ov er 
meat an d meat produ cts which hav e 
en tered in to in terstate commerce, with 
the right to seize an d destroy . 
For 
the first time man u factu rers of meat 
foods will be requ ired to comply with 
the food an d dru g act as well as the 
meat in spection law. It will be possi­ 
ble for gov ern men t in spectors to seize 
meat, in both retail an d wholesale 
markets, which may be u n wholesome. 
The secretary of agricu ltu re has ap­ 
poin ted a committee to adopt an d car­ 
ry in to effect su itable regu lation s for 
the ex ten sion of the scope of the gov ­ 
ern men t activ ities. 
Heretofore after 
meat has passed ou t of the packin g 
hou se the gov ern men t has lost all ju r­ 
isdiction ov er it. Now, if it passes in to 
in terstate commerce, the gov ern men t 
will hav e the right n ot on ly to follow 
it an d seize it, bu t to prosecu te those 
respon sible for its bein g adu lterated, 
misbran ded or u n wholesome. 
Officials of the departmen t of agri­ 
cu ltu re say the rev ocation of the reg­ 
u lation will hav e a far-reachin g effect 
an d may in particu lar ban ish from 
the 
market 
man y 
potted 
meats 
which wou ld pass mu ster u n der the 
meat 
in spection 
law, 
bu t 
which 
may n ot be able to meet the requ ire­ 
men ts of the pu re food an d dru g act.
